I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  cn  the 
Health  and  Solitary  Conditions  of  the  Hadleigh  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1953, 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  are  satisfactory  and  compare 
favourably  with  those  for  the  country  as  a whole, 


During  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year  sharp  epidemics  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles,  occurred.  Fortunately  they 
were  of  a mild  nature  and  no  deaths  resulted  from  any  of  the  notifiable 

diseases , 

Considerable  time  was  spent  on  house  inspection  and  it  is  clear  that 
there  are  many  families  in  the  town  who  are  living  under  housing  conditions 
which  are  far  from  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  handling  of  food  received  attention  and  efforts 
were  made  to  secure  the  cleaner  handling  of  meat  particularly  in  transit, 


In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  & 
’Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  during  the 
year  and  to  thank  Mr,  H.R.  T'oolvett,  CperD  to  the  Council,  and  Mr,  A .S. 
German,  Surveyor  and  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  their  valued  assistance
